The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions of Group II and Group I are related as process of making and product made. 
The inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as 
claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as 
claimed can be made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the 
instant case the product can be made by a materially different method. Making the ceramic 
layers separately, placing the electrodes on the ceramic sheets then bonding the ceramic sheets 
with the electrodes together to create the device, can make the piezoelectric device. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above, have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, and the search required for 
Group! isnot required fof Group II,~restriHibn^^ exaniination purposes asTindicMed is proper.
